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the Bills ſigned : As thar of 3 1.of Henry the 
eight, to Thomas Lord Audley, Lord Chancellor 
of England, concerning Sampkins Lands in 
E/ſex,with ſome others, which for the molt 
part are nutwithltanding inrolled in the 
Exchequer. 

Nexet note, you ſhall looſe your labour, if 
you ſearch in the Chaple of the Rolls forany 
Grant from the King , which paſſed: the 
Great Scale but within foure or fue yeares 
laſt palt : for they are nor, or (at lealt) vſc 
not to be brought ouer thither ſo ſpeedily. 

But in the meane time,are either with the 
Riding Clarke(who is one of the ſixClarks 
of the Chancerie, and takes his turne to doe 
that ſeruice) for his.yeare (that is, ro haue 
the controlling of all Grants which paſſe 
the Great Scale: ) Orelle ( if they be paſt 
him ) they are in the Office of the Petty 
Bagee : As arc Inquiſitions po8F Mortem,and 
diverſe the like, till they can betranſmitred 
ro the Chaple of the Rolls. And yer the 
Clarkes of the Chaple can as ſufficiently 
make the ſaid {carch for you, as any other, 
and for the like Fee, &c.
